An exceedingly light vote was cast, 


the total barely reaching 9,100. Only 
4,253 votes were cast in Appleton, less 
than, half of the total voting strengtn 
of the city.

by corporations are not exempt from 
the state law requiring dealers in non- 
intoxicating beverages to be licensed 
and prohibiting them from selling in- 
toxicating liquors. Attorney General 
Ekern Wednesday 
informed James 


Murray, district attorney of Fond du 
Lac-co. 


Under the opinion, a drug store 


owned by a corporation, that sells in- 
toxicating- liquor on prescriptions can- 
not be licensed to sell 
non-intoxicat- 


ing drinks. 
The 
opinion indicated 


that such a pharmacy could not sell 
both intoxicating and non-intoxicating 
iquors. The state prohibition law 
provides that places where non-in- 
;oxicatmg beverages are so'ld must be 
iccnsed, and further provides that in- 
toxicating liquor shall not be sold at 
such places. The law v,as amended 
at the last legislative session to ex- 
drug stores ownedan d operated sby 
registered 
pharmacists from 
these 


provisions. The amendment was de- 
signed to permit 
drug stores that 


liave soda fountains 
and sell 
soft 


drinks, to sell alcohol and whiskey on 
prescriptions 


District Attorney 
Murray advised 


the attorney general that a Wiscon- 
sin corporation operates a drug store 
at Fond du Lac and has a federal and 
state permit to purchase and dispense 
intoxicating1 liquor on a physician's 
prescription. The corporation emplovs 
a registered pharmacist to operate the 
store.

genreal. held that such a pharmacy 
s not exempt from the dry law pro- 
visions under the new law. 


Attorney General .Ekern explained 


unofficially that the reason for such a 
construction of the law was'the inabi- 
bihty to enforce ten provisions against 
a corporation, •nhich cannot be pun- 
ished for violations of the licensing 
law as can individuals.

CANADIAN DISCORD ON THE 


. SEAWAY 


About the weakest and least excusable / 


opposition to the St. Lawrence seaway is 
that which comes from certain Canadian 
interests, notably at Montreal, and offers 
the unique claim that the St. Lawrence 
river is properly a Canadian stream for 
Canadian monopoly and development. 
' The St. Lawrence is not only on inter- 
national stream for many miles of extent, 
but it has its origin in waters largely in- 
ternational and principally, in matter of 
shoreline. American—the great lakes. Nor 
can the blame for the recent fall of these 
waters and of the river level be placed, 
as the Montreal Gazette proposes, entire- 
ly or even principally upon the United 
States, .at Niagara the Canadian power 
interests are diverting considerably more 
water than the American: at the Soo they 
are diverting just as much. At Living- 
ston channel the removal of the natural 
barrier has been as much for the benefit of 
Canadian ship traffic as for American. 
These diversions togethervaccount for con- 
siderably larger withdrawal of lake level 
than the Chicago drainage canal, .which 
alone of them all has been ordered to cease 
its excess water steal.- • 
, ' 


The Montreal "holier-than-thou" atti- 


tude under the circumstances is laughable. 
Take the water supply of American ori- 
gin out of the St. Lawrence and Montreal 
vrould have a river bed for a new front 
vard. 


As for any danger that the St. Law- 


rence will be "internationalized." the 
plan recommended by the joint engineer- 
ing board from the two nations in 1922 
should effectually still all apprehensions. 
Under this plan the two nations would 
operate jointly only the sections of the 
seaway already international: navigation 
works lying wholly within one country 
would be operated by that country. The 
joint board would have only a power of 
inspection and review. 


Another fact which may have escaped 


the attention of the Montreal editors is 
that the entire St. Lawrence, without the 
least adverse affect, has long been "inter- 
nationalized"' to the extent that a treaty 
of 1871 supplemented in 1909 has made 
its use exactly as free to American as to 
Canadian vessels. In return we have '"in- 
ternationalized" Lake Michigan to accord 
the same privileges to Canadians. 


The St. 'Lawrence seaway will not al- 


ter these provisions. It will merely send 
more American ships into the St. Law- 
rence to take advantage of them—and 
more British ships into Lake Michigan. 


TAXING MOVIES DEAD 


Connecticut perhaps holds the doubtful 


honor of producing the wildest piece of 
harebrained legislation in the entire coun- 
try last session. 
It has just resulted iu 


the cancellation of all future contracts for 
moving pictures in thai slate and unless 
relief is obtained it will mean that the film 
fans of Connecticut will have to cross into 
neighboring states to see their favorite 
screen dramas. 


The 
law 
which has caused all the 


mourning is an act of the last Connecticut 
legislature taxing motion pictures in. 
that 
state 
at 
a rate 
which 
in 


many instances is actually six times 
the rental of the 
taxed film. It 
is 


inconceivable that the people of Connecti- 
cut deliberately wished to vote themselves 
movieless in this way: nor to destroy the 
business of scores of theater owners who 
are obliged to close their places. There 
can be little doubt that the legislature 
slipped the tax through without proper 
consideration as a means of getting at 
-wealth hitherto untapped. 


But all taxes have a limit to their pay- 


ing patience and capacity and Connecti- 
cut leaped it outrageously. .On the whole 
that state, which has its mistake prompt- 
ly forced upon its attention, is luckier 
than those which periodically blunder into 
unscientific tax rates and waste years and 
dollars trying to collect them. The Unit- 
ed States would have had a much fatter 
treasury if it had discovered the flaw in its 
largely 
uncoliectable surtax rates as 


promptly as Connecticut is learning what 
is wrong with its movie tax.

as an automatic check on the wave- 
lengths of stations. Cut to a definite 
size and form, and placed in a soe- 
cJally designed transmitting 
circuit. 


!t has been able to govern the fre 
quency or wavelength of the broad- 
casting station and hold it constant. 
with an accuracy of one-thousandth 
of 1 per cent! 


Engineers of the U. S. Bureau of 


Standards radio laboratory, the naval 
reasearch laboratory, station KDKA 
at East Pittsburg and other promt 
nent broadcasters have'been 
work- 


ing with 
this 
form 
of 
frequency 


standard. They have been able to 
keep the frequency of their signals 
accurate with hardly a deviation.

will get installations of quartz chys- 
tal transmitters.
